eee INDIAN SCRIP. 

Tu course of the Indian department in 
refusing to grant further discharges to half- 
breeds who have up to the present time been 
classed as treaty Indians and who now desire 
to resume their proper condition as half- 
breeds and secure scrip is one of the many 
things done by that department which are 
altovether inexplicable. The only reason 
that can be thought of for this refusal is that 
the parties concerned desire it. But this has 
always been a reason for refusing anything 
by the department. Asa matter of legality 
it is possible that these parties having once 
rated themselves as Indians can be held as 
such. Butasa matter of right, being ac- 
tually half breeds they should be allowed the 
benefits—if benefits they are— to which they 
are entitled by birth. It is not necessary to 
study the legal or equitable points in the 
case or to quibble about the meaning of 
words. The question is, will it be most pro- 
fitable to the country and beneficial to the 
partics to hold them as Indians against their 
will or release them as half-breeds at their 
own request? At present the country pays 
each one five dollars a year in cash and gives 
them certain stipulated amounts of provis- 
isons, clothing, ammunition, stock and im- 
plements and locks up reserves of land in 
choice locations tethe armount of 160 acres 
for each, Besides this the country is bound 
by solemn treaty to replace to them the loss 
of food sustained by the extinction of the 
buifalo, The results of this dependent con- 
dition, while it no doubt would be the height 
of Indian ambition and the sum of Indian 
happiness were the treaty stipulations faith- 
fully adhered to,has been anything but bene- 
ficial to the Indians, They have lost toa 
very great extent their individual self re- 
spect, independence and industry, never too 
highly developed, while the half-breeds who 
joined them, and who form a large propor- 
tion of some of the bands especially in the 
Edmonton and Victoria agencies, have sunk 
from instead of advancing in eivilization. 
What might have been the result had Indian 
matters been managed differently it is not 
worth while to speculate. The harm that 
has been done cannot be undone—it ean at 
best only be repaired—and the Indians have 
so utterly lost confidence in the good inten- 
tions of the department that its ability to 
benefit them is more than doubtful. By the 
parties who so desire — whether half-breeds 
or Indians— leaving the treaty the country 
would be relieved from a portion of the an- 
nual payments in cash and treaty supplies, 
the reserves could be decreased in size or 
broken upand the country would be under 
no treaty obligation to feed them, the know- 
ledge of which would ténd to induce them to 
work for themselves, All this would be 
clear gainto the country. Nor would the 
people themselves suffer, Those who leave 
the treaty are naturally those who desire to 
be independent, Who are willing to work, 
The troaty was no vain to such) parties, even 
had it been fulfilled, They lost more time 
Hanging around voeiting for their paltry five 
dollars a year than it was ever worth, Living 
on the reserves in the midst of relatives 
everything they had was practically eommon 
property and the first inducement for them 
to work for themselves did not exist. All 
the benetits that they ever did or ever could 
derive from the treaty were insignifleant 
compared with the loss resulting from the 
idleness which it gave rise to or increased.

steamer North-West arrived from 


The 
Grand Rapids about eight o'clock on Mon- 


day morning. Passengers; Miss Robertson 
from Winnipeg, W. E. Traill, wife and two 
children from Prince Albert; Mrs.W. McKay 
and two children, and J. Sinclair from Bat- 
tleford. Freight ; 215 tons; 130 for the H.R. 
Co., 35 for Brown & Curry, 25 for A.Macdon- 
ald & Co,, 74 for Ross Bros. and the balance 
for various parties. She brought 2 paseen- 
gers to Cumberland, 1 to Fort la Corne, 22 to 
Prince Albert and four to Battleford. Also 
12 tons freight to Battleford, 30 to Pitt, 20 to 
Victoria and 150 bushels oats to Fort Sas- 
katchewan, The officers are Jas. Sheets, 
captain, N. Mackenzie, mate, Peter Smith, 
pilot, J. Webber, assistant pilot, C. M. Clark, 
clerk, J. Tait, steward, J. H. White ist en- 
gineer, — Gaugne, 2nd engineer, Alex. Bain, 
carpenter, 

The North-West lay up at Cumberland all 
winter and reached Grand Ranids on June 
2nd. The lake was then clear of ice and haa 
heen fortwo weeks. The Princess arrived 
from Winnipeg on June 18th and the North 
West left for Edmonton on the 17th with 
nearly 300 tons of freight on board, and oc- 
cupied 17 days in coming up the river. The 
North-West will go to Grand Rapids this trip 
to connect with the Princess, which is bring- 
ing 600ftons of freight from Winnipeg. She 
will come right through to Edmonton again, 
and afterwards will connect at Prince Albert 
with the Marquis and Northcote which will 
be kept on the lower river. Capt. Dougall will 
command the Marquis and Capt.Webber the 
Northeote. These two boats will probably 
have left Grand Rapids before the North- 
West reaches there. 

The North-West left on Wednesday fore- 
noon, taking down 40M lumber from the 
Hf. B. Co. for Battleford, 10,000 Ibs. bacon for 
the H.B.Co. for Victoria; 200 packs of fur 
from the H. B. Co. for Winnipeg: 60 tons 
coal from A. Maedonald & Co. for Battleford ;

Battleford. She took as passengers Mrs, W. 
1... Wood and H. 8S. Young for Victoria, Mrs. 
Mrs. P. V Gauvreau and two children for 
Battleford, the Misses Roy, W. T. 
Ediniston, and Mr. Harvey of the H. B. Co.

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SCRIP. 


THe scrip commission arrived on Saturday 
last ; R. Goulet commissioner, J, O. Cote and 
George Duck assistants. Scrip had been is- 
sued at Red Deer, Battle river settlement 
and Peace Hills during the week, which de 
layed the arrival of the commission here be- 
yond the date announced. At Red Deer 
only a few were issued and as the buyers 
would not pay more than 75c on the dollar 
while 85¢ was paid at Calgary none were sold. 
At Battle river some thirty or forty were is- 
sued and prices ran up tos2c, All were sold. 
At Peace hills some thirty or forty were is- 
sued and sold the price ranging about 75c. 
At Edmonton the market opened briskly on 
Monday morning, seven Winnipeg and seve- 
ral local buyers being in attendance, Over 
one hundred scrips were issued and sold as 
fast as issued at 75c to 80c on the dollar. A 
number of the scrips were those of parties 
who had been passed over last year, on ac- 
count of absence or other causes, a few re- 
ceived their discharges from the indian trea- 
ty, alarge number received scrip for the 
amount deducted from that given them last 
year on account of the money received in 
treaty payments, and several were applica- 
tions for the scrip due dead relatives. A large 
number of the half breeds who have upto 
the present time been included in the Indian 
treaty desired to change their condition and 
take scrip. Orders were received from the 
Indian commissioner on Wednesday not to 
grant discharges to these partics, who conse- 
quently felt disappointed and somewhat 
wrathful. The commission sat during Mon- 
day, Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday,but 
on account of the intricate nature of the 
claims did not progress as rapidly as that of 
last year. There were probably as many 
scrips issued here as last year. The amount 
of each was not so large but they realized 
twenty-five cents on the dollar more, so that 
the total cash value was about the same. 
During the four days of the scrip issue about 
the land office waslikea fair ground, from 
the number of men, women and children, 
horses and bugyies of all descriptions, stand- 
ing leaning or lying around. he proceed- 
ings were enlivened by an occasisnal horse 
race and on Wednesday by one or two small 
fights, butas a general thing everything was 
very quiet and orderly. The scrip was bought 
principally by acquaintances of the parties 
receiving it, who turned itover to the Win- 
nipey buyers at a stated figure, leaving the 
eon buying whatever difference there was 

or profit. The town had flush times during 
these four days. The stores and saloons 
reaped a reyular harvest, horses and = cattle 
changed hands at lightning rate and at good 
fivures, and the inspiring !:orse race absorbed 
whatever money could not conveniently be 
blown in any other way. The large amount 
of scrip that is being issued in this district 
will have a good effect on business during the 
current year, The price paid is considered 
fair value, being withina few cents of the 
Winnipey market price, and is a great im- 
provement over that of last year, when some 
was sold at forty cents on the dolar. The 
commission left for St. Albert on Friday and 
will probably commence the issue of serip 
there to-day,
